laws. 


The June 8 opinion said the Vir- 


ginia slale courls might consturjs 
the Viiginia laws in a way that 
would avoid the necessily for fed- 
eral conslilutior-al adjudicnlion. It 
said a study of the lerms of Ihe 
three laws letl reasonable room 
for such an interpretation by vir- 
ginia courls.
